1. On 15 January 1968 this Ageacy received the 
folloviny toformation from our lieison contact io the 


a. The Canadiun Press Correspondent in Moscoav, 
Williag BUCKLEY, approached our Eabasey inforasilly in the 
micdle of bocenber on behalf of @illias MARTIN, the 
ex-employee of NSA vho defected to the Soviet Union in 1960. 


b. According to BUCKLEY, HARTIN wishes to see. his 
parents for compassionate reasons and wants to know if he 
would be aduitted to Canaua without fear of extradition to 
the United States if he were to arrange a rensez-vous with’ 
his parents in Vascouver. We do not tnew vhether HARTIN 
still has a United States passport or whether he has becose 
3 Boviet citizea. Ia any event KARTIN considers binself 
inadaissible to the United States. 


c. BUCKLSY met HAATIN at the apartnert of 
Hovard RAUSCH, the Moscow corresponcent for McGraw-Hill 
Publications. Ia addition KARTIN later telephoacd BUCKLEY 
to indicate hie interest in findiny out whether or not be 
could cose to canada. BUCKLEY assuses, quite rightly 1 
would think, that the anner ia ehien HARTIN hae Sade his 
request indicates that bis aussian hosts are asare of bis 
isterest in getting out of the Soviet Union to see =e parents, 


. We have informed our knbasay that it should 
take no action to encourage BUCKLEY or MARTIN to believe that 
a visa would be granted if MARTIN were to make fornal 
application. Since, however, MARTIN'’s iaterest in coming to 
Canada is already in a newapaperman's hands, ge cannot rule 
out tho possibility that BUCKLAY might write about MARTIN's 
intoreet. Such a story vould probably lead to the need for 
ana expression of the Canadian Cover naent s attitude. Ia 
making recoaasoncations on the kind of response that might be 
nade in the event that a question is put to ay Minister, it 
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wouls K li Useful to kaun what GAsTix's status in law 18 

Go far as tho United Stat es is concerned, If, for exnaple, 
your Government could not take legal action, the Canacias 
authoritses would be in a position if this matter cane to 
public attention to say that they were not avare of any 
barrier prevent iag MARTIN from seeing his pareate in the United 
States. I should be most grateful 1f through yeur channels 

ve could be provided taforsally vith an indication of 

MARTIN‘s status in la in tho United States. 


@. BUCKLEY's only ot der comment on HARTIN tas that 
be dida't really know vhat to make of MARTIN, MARTIN 
seemed outapoken in dealing with the shartcoszings of life 
in the Goviet Union. On the otbor band ho spoke with a 
@light staaaer and seemed nervous. BUCELEY's view far what 
At ie worth io that MABTIN is not interested in getting inte 
trouble sith the Russians or doing anything shich they might 
consider underhanded, I should enphasize that no member of 
the Canadian Embassy has had any direct contact vith HAKTIN, 


2. On 18 January 1968 the Fedoral Bureau of Investigation 
vas advised of the foregoing informally, in order to explare 
the possibility of providing an indication of Bubject's 
status in law, as requested in paragraph 1. d. above. 


3. This Agency was advised by the Department of State 
on 19 January that S&ebject’s parents had vrittes to the 
Depar taeat adviging that Subject would lise to visit his 
parents, that he was planning a viait to Canada, and 
inquiring what Subject'a legal position would be if he cid 
tadeed visit. The Department indicated that it planned to 
inquire what the d. 3. Embassy in Moscow knew of Subdjoct's 
travol plans, including a check with the Canadian Rabaesy to 
secertain 1f Subject had applied for a visa. The Departsent 
vas apprised of the informal Canadian inquiry as to Subjyect's 
status, but indicated that it vould refrain from making any 
reference to this irculry in seoxing information from the 
DB. 8. Eabassy in Moscow. 


4. Our representative in Gttava vas apprised of the 


developaeats cited in paragraph a sbove, and recuested to 
pess them on te the liaison contact, oo 19 January 1968.
